CABLE NEWS. 



The British Minister at Constantino 
pie Has Instructions Regarding: 
Armenian Outrapres- 



Negroes Hanged by Cuban Insurgents 
Colonel Von Henneken in Ber- 
lin - Formosa. 



London, Nov. 5. — It ie again stated here 
that the British ambassador at Washington, 
Sir Julian Pauncafoto, has bBen in communi- 
cation with the state department at Wash- 
ington on the Bubject of tho missionaries 
among the Armonians with the rosulb that 
instructions have been sent to the British 
chargo d'affaires ut Constantinople, Hon 
Mlchaol Herbert, and to tho United States 
ambaacador to Turkey, Mr, Alexander W. 
Terrell, to take joint action in tho mattor. 

A special from Shanghai says that Liu 
Hung Fu, the Blag Flap leader In the island 
of Formosa, ia raportod to have oscaped Gn 
a Gorman warship from Amping to Amoy. 

Tho Turkish government, has again in- 
structed tho governor of Bitlis to protoot 
tho American missionaries in that place. 
Owing to the diaturbmca the American mis- 
sionaries, who had been engaged in relieving 
tho suffering Armonians at Sassoun, have 
deoided to postpone operations and seek 
safety in Bitlis. 

Tho marriage of Count Max de Foras, aon 
of the Grand Marshal of the Bulgaria court, 
and Maria, daughter of General Meredith 
Road, formerly U. S. minlBtor to Greece, 
waB celebrated at noon to-day in the church 
of St. Phillip du Roule. 

Tho Emperor arrived at his hunting oastle 
In Gruenw&ld at noon to-day. He wore a 
cheok pelerino cloak and a high hat. After 
lnncheon, at the head of his hunting party, 
two in number, HiB Majesty started for 
Hubertusstook to hunt in tho Gruonwald 
forests. 

Tho Vossischo Zsltung Bays that Colonel 
von Hannokin, tho German officer who was 
military assistant to Viceroy Li Hung 
Chang, has arrived In Berlin from China, 
oharged with a special mission and fully em- 
powered to arrange for tho reorganization of 
tho Chinese army on tho Russian, French or 
German model. 

It is announced that tho Cuban insurgents 
hanged yoBtorday a number of negroes to 
trooB in the Plateabos distriob of tho Cabar- 
ian province of Santa Clara ; and near 
Guasima), not far from Sancti Espiritus, 
also in tho provinco of Santa Clara, the in- 
BurgontB have derailod a train by uao of a 
dynamite bomb. A number of cattle wero 
killed. 

Business on the London stock exchange 
to-day waB unsettled. Pending develop- 
ments on the political situation Americans 
wero heavy. 

The German committee on the explora- 
tion for the South pole, has met, Privy 
Councillor Noumayer presiding, and ro- 
Bolved to start two vessels from Kerguelen 
island in furtherance of the work. 

A party of civilians insulted and stonod a 
sentry at the Pioneer barracks, Koonlgs- 
berg.yeBterday. The sentry thereupon fired 
upon and killed one and severely wonnded 
another of the party. 

Tho papers of Madrid state that 35,000 
troopB will be sent to Cuba forthwith, and 
additional reinforcements will be sent as ro- 
quirod. Reports received here are to liio 
effect that the insurgents oontinue to burn 
villages and plantations and to attempt to 
dynamlto tho railroads. Fully 5,000 men 
have joined the Cuban insurgents from 
MatanzaB provinco in tho last forty days. 
About fifteen days ago twenty insurgents 
concealed themselves in a cemetery on the 
outskirts of Cardenas, attacking forty pass- 
ing rogulars. The insurgents lost two dead, 
five woundod ; Spanish loss, eight killed, 
eleven wounded. A prieBt who went to La 
Crete camp to hear confessions, reports hav- 
ing found 350 armed and 200 unarmed men 
in Sagua district. Letters from Maceo Bay 
his hoadquarters near Santiago are unmo- 
loBtod by the Spaniards. He is on the ag- 
gressive. 



BRITISH GUIANA'S NEEDS. 

The Sugar Planters Petition the British Gov- 
ernment to Aid Their Industry. 

London, Nov. 5.— The Secretary of State 
for the Colonies, Rt. Hon. Mr. ChambBrlain, 
has received petitions from tho planters in 
British Guiana pointing out that; thBt they 
are suffering from a aeriouB decline in the 
sugar industry and urgiDg that the necessity 
for government aid is so groat that tho ex- 
tinction of this industry in British Guiana is 
threatened unloBB tho planters aro promptly 
assisted. Tho planters suggest that parlia- 
ment impose a counter vailing duty on all 
foreign sugars Imported into tho United 
Kingdom, so that an equal bounty may bo 
obtained on its export from British Guiana. 
Continuing, tho plantora of British Guiana 
suggest that preparations bo made for ao- 
ooptlng any favorable reciprocity arrange- 
ment offered with the United States and tho 
British colonics and In all othor ways that 
British Guiana bo treated ae part of tho 
British ompiro.

Something About tho Coming Society Mar. 
ritigo In New York— Kchoarsul of 
the Ceremonals. 

New York, Nov. 5. — Tho Duko of Marl- 
borough out short his visit to Washington 
City, and was baok in town before day- 
break yesterday morning. Soveral import- 
ant considerations hastened Mb return, ono 
of whioh'was tho rehearsal of tho wedding. 
It ia also rumored that tho future dubheaB 
was suffering from a slight indisposition, 
owing to tho worry attondant upon the pre- 
parations for tho wedding to-morrow, and 
tho duko oould not remain away from her 
longer. Detectives are on duty at tho 
corner of Seventy-second street continu 
ouoly, to prevent, as far as they are ablo, 
annoyancs to the Vsnderbllb family, but 
they oannot keep people away so long as 
there is any chanco of getting a glimpBO of 
tho duke or his futuro bride, or in fact any 
mombor of tho Vandorbilt family.

Cole sent word to Governor Morton 
that tho Republican state ticket had been 
oleoied, that tho assembly and senate would 
bo Republican and that Tammany had again 
obtained control of Now York oity. 

MICHIGAN, 

Detroit, Nov. 5. — Mr. Pingree, Repub- 
lican, waB elected for hla fourth term by up- 
wards of 10,000 plurality over Coldwater, 
Democrat. H1b majority is over 5,000 
greater than two years ago. The Republi- 
can oity ticket is elocted and the council 
will contain three more Republic in alder- 
men than last year. Of sixteen aldermen 
choBen bub four are Democrats. 

MARYLAND. 

Baltimore, Nov. 5. —The Herald (Inde- 
pendent) concedes Lowe's election, and Bays 
his majority in the state may reaoh 20,000. 
It aho concedes tho olection of a Republican 
legislature, which insures a Republican buc- 
oeBsor to U. S. Senator Gorman. The en- 
tire Republican state ticket and oity tiokob is 
oleoted by good majorities. 

OHIO. 

Toledo, Nov. 5. — The indications are 
that the entire Republican tloket haB beon 
elected by 25,000 majority. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Boston, Nov 5. — Returns indioate chat 
the majority of Greonhalge for governor will 
bo about 65,000 in tho state. 



TRIAL FOR THEIR LIVES. 

A Jury Obtained to Try the Hyams Twins for 
the Murder of Willie Wells. 

Toronto, Nov. 5 —(Special)— Long bo- 
foro the hour for opening the aBsize court 
this afternoon, crowds began to gather about 
the building, all eager to get into the atuffy 
little room, where thiB afternoon the Hyama 
twlnB were placed on trial for their lives for 
the second time. When the doora were 
opened a rush was made, but only those 
who had business or were friends of the 
doorkeeper wore admlbted. Judge Ferguson 
presided. Dallas and Harry Hyama wore 
neatly dressed in black. They smiled aa 
they walked in, though pale and haggard 
both seemed to be in good health. Messrs, 
Lount and Murdoch are counsel for Harry 
Hyams, while Messrs. Johnson and Horn 
appeared for DaUbs, Beside Mr. Johnson, 
sat Messrs. Wellman and Goooh, of New 
York, who, though not allowed to plead, 
will render valuable assistance to tho coun- 
sel for the prisoners.

This prooipitatos tho break which 
has long been expected as a result of the dif- 
ficulty in the BalfaBt shipyards and begins 
the big strike. Two thousand men wore 
looked out to-Dlghb. In several yards all 
the remaining men struck upon tho an- 
nouncement of the lock-out, Much reBont- 
mont is manifested at tbo aotion of the com- 
panies. Only membors of tho unions wero 
locked out. Tho companies announced 
when the strike was firBt broached thab they 
would look out 25 por cent, of the employes 
each Buoaessivo week after the strike began.

From Arctic Kegions— The Proposed 
Vancouver Smelter— Items From 
the Miuiu<? Country. 

Narrow Escape From Drowning— Im- 
portant Judgment— Blankets for 
the CLemainus Indians. 

(Special to the Colonist.) 
VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, Nov. 5.— The B. I. & W. 
Telephone Co. are to put in a trunk line to 
Trail, connecting with Roaaland and the 
upper end of Robaon and Nelson, and othor 
Kootenay points. The C.P.R. turned over 
their old telegraph line to tho company. A 
cable will probably be laid botween NsilBon 
and Pilot Bay. 

Rev. J. 0. Stringer preaohod in Christ 
church on Sunday. Rev. Mr. Stringer has 
just returned from a four year's sojourn in 
the Arotio regions. His remarks were full 
of interesting faots. He Btatea that the 
population of the British possessions in the 
Maokenzie river country is rapidly increas- 
ing, as Indians and miners would sooner live 
in the Quoon'a country than in Alaska. 
There is a great deal of placer mining on 
the Maokenzie river and tho Arctic slope, 
but the miners are demoralizing the Indians 
and an uprising is feared. The nearest 
British authority is at Fort Cudahy, too far 
away to be of any good affoot, or tho least 
chookon the morals and lives of bad white 
men and demoralized Indians. 

The coach of the Govornor-Goneral and 
tho Counteaa of Aberdoon was detaohed at 
Harrison, the party proceeding to Chilli- 
wack. Lord and Lady Aberdeen wore en- 
thusiastically welcomed. Tho distinguished 
visitors then proceeded West, arriving in 
Vancouver to-night. 

It is aaid a coal war is about to be waged 
hero. 

The city will hereafter sue parties toarlng 
down show bills, the bill posting company to 
pay all coats. 

The council filed a letter from tho Pro- 
vincial Sooretary last night, in answer to 
one from them saying they had reducod tho 
police magistrate's salary to §1,200. The 
Provincial Seorotary stated that the execu- 
tive considered a lesser amount than $1,800 
inadequate. 

A suggestion has boon mado by ono of 
Vancouver's city fathers to tho oouncil, to 
break up tho coal truat in tho oity by them- 
selves supplying private parties with anthra- 
cite coal. 

J. Mason, an intelligence office koeper, 
threatens the city with a suit for not col- 
lecting their lioensos from other Intelligence 
offices. 

G. F. Monckton has again applied to tho 
counoll in the mattor of erooting a smelter. 
He asks a bonua of either " So a ton for tho 
first 5,000 tons or S3 per ton for the first 
10,000 tons. 

JameB McGeer haa written a letter to tho 
council that bb Alderman Queen had not at- 
tended the hoalth committee meetinga for 
two months hla seat be declared vacant ac- 
cording to tho city charter. After discus- 
sion by the aldermen the letter was filed. 

The counoil will probably terminate the 
lease of the market building and turn it into 
a oity ball. A central market is a failure in 
Vancouver, 

A committee has been appointed (rom the 
council to reply to the government re their 
doclining to reduce the police magistrate's 
•salary. 

Another faithful public official, who has 
served Vancouver since its incorporation, 
hn« been ao tortured by reflections upon him 
Lhat to free himself from them ho has volun- 
tarily resigned his position. 

Mr. Hammersley, the oity eolloitor, is the 
last official to fall under the axe of munici- 
pal reform. 

The Chief Justice gave judgment thiB 
morning in a very important mining case, 
: ho Fraser River Mining and Developing 
Co. va. Gallagher et al. Judgment was 
given in the original action, removing Mr.

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THE ARMENIAN COMMISSION. 



Composition of the Board Appointed 
by the Sultan-It Has Come 
Too Late. 



Latest News of a Dlsqnietiug Charac 
ter— More Fighting' Between Chris- 
tians and Turks. 



Constantinople, Nov. 5 —An official 
despatch has been received from Maraab. 
faying th&t a conflict baa oconrred there 
owing to the Armenians firing upon the 
Mussulmans, killing one of them and wound- 
ing another. The fighting resulted Id a 
lieutenant of gendarmes and five Mussulmans 
being wounded and fourteen Armenians be- 
ing killed or wounded. The authorities have 
restored order. 

Several persons were killed and wounded 
at Dlarbekir on Friday during riots arising 
from an attack upon the mosques, Tho 
American missionaries in Bltlis have again 
complained to United States Minister Ter- 
rell that they are in imminent danger. Mr. 
Terrell and Hon. Michael Herbert, tho Brit- 
ish charge d'affaires, have again made a de- 
mand upon tho Forte to insure the protec- 
tion of Americans. It is rumored that tho 
Turks are still pillaging the Armenian shops 
in Erzeroum, where tho riots are found to be 
more serious than was at first roported. Ir 
is row said that two hundred corpses have 
already butu counted. Tne Armenian popu- 
lation of Anatolia are sending delegates to 
petition M Nclidoff, tho Russian ambassa- 
dor, to request RubsIs to temporarily occupy 
the Armenian provinces. Tho Sultan haB 
summoned Tewrik PaBha from Berlin to dis- 
cuss tho situation. 

The official announcement of the composi- 
tion of the Armenian commission of control 
is as follows : President, Chefik Effondl, of 
the court of appeals ; Djemal Bey, manager 
of tho Bank of Agriculture, oarathodor ; 
Effendi and Abdullah Bey, councillors of 
state ; Johanndo Effendi, prooureur of the 
Imperial court of appeals ; Dilber Effondl, 
legal councillor to tbe minister of finance, 

London, Nov. 5. — The Times Bays edi- 
torially : Turkish nows is of a grave and 
disquieting character. L'ke most things 
Turkish, tbe appointment of the Armenian 
commission of control appears to have ci tne 
too late. The Porto seems to hope that uhe 
summoning of the reserve will restore order, 
but, ab heBt, the process of restoration is 
likely to be a rough one. The editorial then 
proceeds to argue that tbe Armenians by 
their revolutionary taotics, have forfeited 
tho Bympathy of the British government, 
which have already let their interest go as 
far towards provoking a disastrous dis- 
agreement with European powers as would 
bo permissible to a prudent nation. 

The Constantinople correspondent of the 
Standard BayB : The fact that the Mussul- 
mans are displaying groat eagerness to buy 
arms oreatea uneasiness. Capt. Lloyd, of 
the steamer which transported tho victims, 
his declared at the Austrian consulate that 
he was un oyo-witnesB of the drowning of 
t^io fifty young Turks, who were in that 
Wiy executed for conspiracy. Tho Berlin 
correspondent of the Standard saye it la re- 
ported here that Tewfik Pasha is .to be ap- 
pointed grand vizier. 

Berlin, Nov. 5.— Ahmed Tewfik Pasha, 
the Turkish Ambassador to Germany, left 
this city for Constantinople to-day. There 
is absolutely no truth in the sensational 
story in roijard to his departure. He leaves 
Berlin at the request of the Sultan and may 
become Grand Vizier in succession to Kiamil 
Pasha, who, as frequently announced, has 
liiven notice of his desire to retire from 
office. 

Rome Nov. 5 — A dispatch received to- 
day from Constantinople, says that, owing 
to the recurring disturbances in various 
parta of the Turkish Empire, the ambassa- 
dors of tho powers went to tho porto separ- 
ately and urged that immediate and ade- 
quate measures for tho restoration of order 
be taken, declaring that otherwise tbe 
powers, acting in concert, would take their 
own atepe in tho matter.

CHARGES AGAINST ARMENIANS- 

They Are Alleged to Have Perpetrated a dum- 
ber of Outrages Upon Peace- 
able Turks. 

Washington, Nov. 4. — The Turkish lega- 
tion haB recoived from the Sublime Porte 
tho following telegram undor yesterday's 
date : 

"About twenty Armenians of the Biverej 
village of Derabekir attacked some gen- 
darmes and patrolling soldiers, killod a 
number of Mussulmans and sec fire to the 
bazaar. The necessary moasures were taken 
for tho preservation of order. The author- 
ities of Erzeroum report that about 500 Ar- 
menians, dressed in the coitumea 
of Kurds and Ar.ee, eurronnded 
the village of Manis, Tordjan, 
Inhabited by Mussulmans and Christians 
alike. They were, however, dispersed. The 
IneurgeDts of Zeitoun attacked tho village of 
Tnhoukour Hiss ar, wounding one Mussul- 
man, killing his wlfo and taking aw iy his 
belongings. They also attacked the viilagp 
oi Istnael and burned three houaeb. Aa 
Armenian of respectable standing was ar- 
rested in tho aot of making cartridges in his 
own bouse. A few Armenian spins, dressed 
In the costumes of aoldiors or of officials of 
the regie, were also arrostod. 



DEEP WATER WAYS. 

Interest Reviving In the Work of the Associa- 
tion Originally Formed in Toronto. 

Toronto, Nov. 4 —(Special) —Tho an- 
nouncement made yesterday in Washington 
that President Cleveland had appointod 
three commissioners to confer with a Bimllar 
number from Canada on tho Bubjact of tho 
deep water ways, has rovivod local interest 
in tho work of the deop water ways asso- 
ciation, whioh waB originally formed in thle 
city during tho summer of 1804. and whoBO 
rocenc convention in Cleveland did much 
to furthor Its objoots and secure tho 
aid of tho two governments interested. 
Mr. Howland, M. P.P., president of the deep 
waterways association, in the courao of an 
interview to-night, said that tho Arnoric&n 
commissioners would prove admirably suit- 
od for their work. He was espeoially 
pleased at |tho nomination of Mr. Cooly, 
an engiuoor of groat ability. He said 
this was tho beginning of most important 
work. Nothing is bo far known as to whom 
tho Canadian government will put upon tho 
commission. It is expected that somo of 
tho gontlemon Boloctod will 1)3 Mr. Howland, 
ono of tho government's chief engineers, and 
soma one othdr whoBO name has not yet 
boon mentioned.

FROM ROSSLAND. 

Some Very Interesting and I'romiBlng Proper- 
ties and What Is Belnfr Done to 
Develop Them, 

iFrom tho Roosland Miner.) 

A sale of some importance during the 
week was that of the Surprise lying on Red 
Mountain betweon tho St. Elmo Consolida- 
ted and the War Eagle. 

Mr. Noyes has thrown up the contract on 
the Lo Roi deop shaft, too muoh water and 
difficulty of timbering being the causes. 
The company will probably have to fall back 
on their own efforts in continuing this shaft. 
The time will no doubt come when the Le 
Roi will have to run a new shaft or drive a 
long tunnel. The old shaft was not started 
right and never will be a good working 
shaft. 

A winze is being sunk from the first level 
of the War Eagle and this will be Intersect- 
ed by the tunnol on the second level. It is 
now down thirty -five foot and is in solid ore 
of high grade. Rapid progress is now being 
made with No. 2 tunnel since the new drill 
plant has been Installed. A drill has also 
been put to work In tho west end of No. 1 
tunnel and is now doing effectivo work in 
opening up new oro bodies. The men are 
getting well started in the eighteen hundred 
foot tunnel to run in from the Iron Mask. 
Tho display of rich oro right at tho surface 
ia one of tho finest ever soon in this or any 
other camp. Some of the ore runs over 30 
per cont. copper. Its high copper percentage 
may be seen at a glance, aud it ia even richer 
in gold. 

On Monday Mr. Clemes, tho exper", vis- 
ited the Homestake, Gopher, Maid of 
Erin, Robert E. Lee and Celtic Queen. All 
theae properties, as is generally known, lie 
on the same lode, boginning with the Home- 
stake and running east in the order named. 
He had no hesitation in expressing hia ad- 
miration at the mannor in which the ledge 
had been stripped in two or three places on 
the Homestake. He was also outspoken in 
his praise of tho work done by Superintend- 
ent Mark Gilliam on the Lee. He made 
cotes everywhere and sampled each claim 
wherever an opening had been made. 

Tbe O.K. 1b now a very interesting mine. 
Tho effect of Mr. Warner's good judgment 
and of Superintendent Newman's great ex- 
perience is plainly apparent in the improved 
condition of tho mine. A rich body of oro 
has boen found at a depth of 320 feet from 
the surface and an equal distance from the 
mouth of No, 2 tunnel, and the otopes are 
all well auppliod, ao there Is an abundance 
of material for the mill this winter. Tho 
new tunnel, 100 feet bolow No. 2, 1b now in 
150 feet, and is about cutting tho vein. 
When this has been done a very fiao bit of 
etoping ground can 'bo easily opened up. 
On Wednesday Mr. Clomes wont throngh 
the Btopes of the War Eagle and then in- 
spected the Rod Mountain and the Cliff. 

A vory interesting prospect is the High- 
land, in which M. S. Thompson, of Cali- 
fornia, has become interested, and of whoso 
development ho has chargo. It Is situated 
about five miles north of Roasland, a little 
beyond Rook creek, which is a atream be- 
tweon Murphy creek and Stony creek. 
There ii a tbjok growth of timber in that 
neighborhood, and there ia generally a 
deep deposit of earth over the rock. There 
1b a oouaiderable hill whore the Highland 
comes to tho surface and an open place in 
the timber. It seems to bo about the only 
place on the ledge whore a discovery could 
have been made without going to a con- 
siderable depth bolow tho surfaca. But tho 
showing made at this one spot with very 
littio Burfaco work is really astonishing. 
No greater showing can be Been in this 
camp. It deserves to tako rank in this re- 
spact with tho aurfaco oxpoaureB on the 
HomeBtake and Crown Point. Tbe ledgo ia 
at least sixteen fact wide, and it is in oro 
all the way from aido to side. The quality 
seomB to be uniform. Thero is an nnmistak- 
Hble copper cast about it, and aa a matter of 
iacb it rnna well in coppor. The aurfaco as- 
says average about $15 in gold and copper 
together. The work of sinking a hundred- 
foot shaft has just commencod. When this 
is completed crosscuts will be run to catoh 
tbe ore body and dovolop it. This is tho 
work laid out for the winter. 

Tho War Eaglo Company has finally beon 
relieved from paying tho salary of tho cus- 
tom officer of the Dominion government at 
RoBsland. H « salary, amounting to §00 
por month, has boon paid regularly up to 
the present by the War Eiglo Company 
everainco the oilico was ostubliahod. It was 
absolutely necessary that a custom house 
should be established here owing to tho 
groat quantity of merchandise aud other 
freight coming in over tho Northport road, 
but tho covernmont would not take tho stop 
unless somebody would pay the salary of 
tho officer In chargo. Ab thle junaturo the 
War Eagle oamo forward and offerod to pay 
it.

INSANITY AND GRIME. 

The caee of the murderer Shortis is an ex 
ceedingly interesting one, and in a souse 
very important. As our roaders know this 
young man went about robbing a manufac- 
turing concern in a very singular way, and 
while committing the dime used a revolver 
in the most reokless manner, killing two of 
the employes of the company. The young 
man used no disguise, ho had evidenbly 
made no preparations, and he attempted 
the robbery and committed the murders 
openly, in the presence of several witnesses. 
Shortis did not aot with ordinary foresight, 
and ho did not display common prudence. 
When ho was tried there waB no doubt as to 
his guilt. The only question which tho jury 
had to decide was, could the iiian who com- 
mitted such a crime, under such circum- 
stances, be in hia right mind ? Was he 
sane or insane ? It must strike very many 
people that this is a question that an ordin 
ary jury is hardly competont to dooido. It 
is moat difficult for oven trainod jurists and 
experienced medical men to pronounce with 
certainty whero madness begins and reapon 
aibiiity ends. There ib no rule to guide lay 
men whose duty it is to pronounce upon a 
man's sanity. It is said that some men 
whose minds are disordered havo as keen a 
sense of right and wrong, aa many 
men about whoso sanity there is not tho 
slightest doubt. Then again there are mon 
who talk and act rationally who do not ap 
poar to have any moral aenae or conscience 
at all. They commit crimes without a 
quilm. The consciences of some of theee. 
moral cranks appear to be completely per 
verted. Their moral defeats and deformity 
seem to be congenital. They never had 
a coneoienco, or moral annao to oultivato 
What is to be done to those moral monatera? 
When they commit orimes are they to bo 
treated in the aamo way as ordinary men 
and women, who, when they break the laws 
either of God or man, do violence to thel 
better nature. Wo do not wonder that 
tho trial of Shortis was long and 
that the jury had muoh difficulty 
in arriving at a conclusion that satisfied 
their own reason and thoir own consciences. 
It acorns to us that tho moro intelligent and 
consoiontiouB tho jury waB the moro diliiouit 
it would bo for its membors to como to a de- 
cision. 

Tho question of Insanity and responsibil- 
ity oamo up for sorioua consideration in 
England tho other day, when the boy 
Coombs, who had deliboratoly murdorod hia 
own mother, and an imbooilo namod Pox, who 
waB in a aonao his aocomplioo, wore tried. 
The Timos, commenting upon tho trial, 
aaya : " Thero la an unoaay fooling that 
the law is not what ft ought 
to bo ; thore is even a suspicion 
that the confusion is becoming woreo. 
Has not tho time como for considering 
the subject in all its boarings and 
with full freedom from the precedents 
of ages when lunatics and criminals 
wore lumped togother '.' The occasion is 
propitious. Tho controversies between 
Iawyore and dootora on the subjoot are not 
so fiorce and frequent as they wore ; neither 
of tho parties is now ao confidont that tho 
other is wholly wrong as it onus was." 

What tho TimoB wants appears to be " a 
body of educated and authoritativo opinion 
on tho subject," for tho guldanoo of judgea 
and juries, that would do much to tako away 
tho ground of the common bollof that people 
aro punished who ought not to bo, and vice 
versa. It will, wo foar, bo very difficult to 
got suoh a body of opinion and moro diffi- 
cult Btill to provail upon thoso whoso duty 
it ia bo administer jusuloo bo aob upon it. 
Whon tho question ia discussod in tho ab- 
straob ib is uob so vory hard to oome to some- 
thing like a satlsfaobory understanding with 
regard to it ; but in bho oonoroto, when mon 
have a orlminal to bry whoso sanity is doubt- 
ful, thore aro so many difficult quoatiooa to 
bo coneidored, so many contradictions to 
reconcile, it is nob groatly to be wondered 



bhat tho perplexed and bawildered jurymen 
do nob know how to decide, and that some of 
them u:ay oonaole themselves with tho con- 
sidorotion that the verdict they may give, 
whatever it may be, will be revised and cor- 
rected by a higher authority. 

ALD. BRAOO'S REPORT. 

The reluctanoe of aomo members of tho 
City Council to permit Mr. Bragg'a roport 
on the way in which the city lighting is man- 
aged to be read, is ditlioulb to understand. 
Alderman Bragg as chairman of the olectric 
light committee was tho proper man to 
draw up and present auch a report. In faot 
ib waa hia duty to do ao. If ho aaw thlnga 
going wrong in hia department, and if in his 
opinion the men in oharge of tho lighting 
apparatus wcro nob doing their work faith- 
fully aDd properly, he as chairman 
of the committee would be guilty of a grave 
dereliction of duby if he did not form- 
ally aDd publioly inform the Council 
of the fact. As long aB he did not do so ho 
was responsible for any mismanagement or 
unfaithfulness that might exist in the de- 
partment. The I'jluotanoe of members of 
the Council and of committees to say o<* do 
anything that may be unpleasant about indi 
vlduals in tho employ of the Corporation 
has been observed before now and may have 
been tho oause of some of the ovils of which 
the citizens complain. If the offialal com 
pi lined of does his duty efficiently and hon 
ostly ho has nothing to fear from tho most 
aoarohing inveatigation and tho mosb thor- 
ough discussion ; if ho Is Incompotont or 
neglectful tho sooner his incompetency and 
negleob aro known and proved tho better, 
both for the citizens and the Corporation 

Wo trust that, with respect to tho officer 
of whom Alderman Bragg complains 
tho Council will act promptly, energetically 
and impartially. Every opportunity should 
be given to Mr. Hutcheson to provo that 
Alderman liragg's charges aro groundless ; 
but bhe inquiry should nob be put off a singlo 
day longer than la absolutely nooeaBary. It is 
moBt important that the superintendent of 
the oity lighting should be Intelli- 
gent and efficient. All partB of the oity 
should be lighted whenever lighting is re 
quired. The streets should not bo loft 
in darkness whon the comfort and the eafoty 
of tho citizens require that thoy should bo 
well lighted. Tho stupid fashion of lighting 
the city by the almanao should be abandoned 
at once and forover. It is easily seen that 
an active, energetic and intelligent superin 
tendent oould do a very great deal to make 
tho stroots pleasant and safe to walk in In 
bhe nighb time. Ib almost altogether de- 
pends upon him whether tho expensive eloc 
trio plant is kopt in good working condition, 
and whether the citizens get good value for 
their money. A good superintendent de 
serves ftll tho support and enoouragemonb 
thab can be given him ; bub a careless, 
neglectful and lazy one Is a nuieanoe. 

THE B YE-EL EGTIONS. 

The Government aro determined to have 
all the seats that are vacant in the House of 
Commons filled boforo Parliament meets 
There will, therefore, in Novembor and De- 
cember be six bye-eleotions, throe in On 
tario and three In Quebec. There is overy 
prospecb of bhere being close contests in al- 
most all the constituencies. The seata wore 
oarried by the Conservative party by the 
following majorities :

We observe that the Manitoba school 
question is bolng worked by tho Opposition 
for all It Is worth in the Ontario oonstituon 
oies. While tho Opposition aro too coward 
ly to Btato in definite terms what ia their 
policy on tbab quettion they are doing their 
best bo create prejudice against the Govern 
ment by declaring that ib is its intention to 
coeroe Manitoba. The dishonesty of tho 
Grits la so conspicuous on this question that 
wo hardly think that they will euocood In 
deceiving any of tho eleotora except thoBo 
who want to be decolvod. All lovers of 
nonosty must be disgusted with bho double 
dealing of tho Grits in all partB of the Do 
minion on this question. 



THE REPUDIA TOR REPUDIATED. 

Thero is trouble In the Fronch Canadian 
aoction of tho Liberal party. The old Lib 
orala, it aoeins, aro too liboral for tho now 
Liberals of tho Laurior school. Mr. Bouu- 
graud, proprietor of La Patrio, Iongbho mouth 
pioco of tho Liberal party in Quebec, after 
ho had annoucc.d that tho now editor of his 
paper is not afraid to follow In tho footsteps 
of the Liberal nowspapors In whioh tho Lib' 
eralB ot a formor generation expressed their 
principles und promulgated thoir opinions, 
was immediately told by Mr. Laurler that 
he did not admib that La Patrio had tho 
right to speak in bho namo of bho 
Liberal party. Mr. Boaugrand replied to 
Mr. Laurior in a voln of contemptuous 
good humor, comparing the Liberals for 
whom hia papor spoke ia timos not very 
long past, whoso names have become histor- 
ical, with tho Liberals who are Mr. Laurlor's 
aasooiutoa and co-laborers, and wound up by 
saying : " I think I havo said enough to.day 
to prove abundantly that I havo not, have 
novor had, and will novor havo, tho proton- 
slon to pobo as your aooroditod organ, ond, 
my doar Mr. Laurior, I am too old now to 
change my habits." 

This ia bow Mr. Boaugrand, tho proprie- 
tor of L» Patrio, ropudiatod Mr. Laurlor's 
repudiation, " You cannot bo my organ," 
says Mr. Laurior, to whioh La Patrio ro- 
plica : "I am not your organ ; 
I waa novor your organ ; and 
I will Ufl>i bo your organ." 
Mr. Marohand, tho Loader of the Liboral 
Opposition in the Provincial Assembly, foil 
lowod Mr, Laurior'a oxamplo,, and was 
aakod to " be good enough like our friend 



Mr. Laurler to quoto one word, a date, or 
even an inclination, that would lead you to 
beliove that Li Patrio had ever tho preten- 
sion to pose aa your personal organ, or that 
of our friends at Quobeo who wore present 
at the ond, but who did nob pay iho ex- 
ponBes of a first alasa funeral for tho Parti 
National at the time of Mr. Meroier's final 
crash on tho S.h of Maroh, 1892." 

We have no doubt bub thab Mr. Laurler 
and Mr. Marohand would to-day bo better 
pleased with thomBoIvoa than they are if 
they had had the prudonoe to lea/o Mr. 
Beaugrand and his La Patrio alone. 

What this split In tho ranks ot tho Lib- 
eral party indicates does not yot appear. 
But this wo do know, that if there were 
signs of a similar split in tho ranks of tho 
Conservative party tho Grits would raise a 
shout of triumph and prodict the speedy 
downfall of the Toriea. The old Liberals, 
both in Quebeo and Ootario, are quite nu- 
merous. They novor had any groat love for 
Mr. Laurler and tho men by whom ho is sur- 
rounded, and this public attempt to sit on 
La Patrio la nob oaloulated to strengthen the 
party of tho Opposition in oithor Province.

City of Topoka give information of still an- 
other marine disaster at Tongas Narrows — a 
pieco of inland wator especially dreaded ab 
thia poriod of tho yoar by all experienced 
navigators. Tho unlucky orafb thia timo ia 
tho littto ateamer Barancff, which haa for 
aomo timo carried tho mail between Wran- 
gel, Shakon and Klawaok, whioh while pro- 
ceeding to tho latter port waB swung on tho 
rocks of Revilla Gigedo island in tho donso 
lo%. An ugly hole was torn in her hull 
from about amidships forward on tho star- 
board side and her timbors were all badly 
strained, the atem being smashed liko an 
egg shell. 

After three days' work the crippled 
steamer waa released, and just before tho 
sailing of the Topeka from Juneau MosarB. 
Laughlin & ForreBt, tho owners, had re- 
ceived word that she would shortly be tow- 
ed to that port by tho tug Lively — to go on 
the ways at tholr machine Bhop for a course 
of repair that moans practically rebuilding. 

The BaranolT ia a Btoamer with a history, 
and enjoys the unuhallengablo dietinotlon of 
being tho first steam vosse! put together on 
Alaskan aoil. She was built at Sitka in 
1802 by tho Russian officers then stationed 
there, and hor " glvon " namo was " Robo." 
A fow yoara later a ohange of name camo 
with a ohange of ownors, and 
tho Rose became) the Baranoff — fam- 
ous name In that northern land. 
Under tho new name tho little eteamor 
playod a oonBpicuouB and nob unimportant 
part In tho closing scenes of Russian 
rule in Alaska, and It was her duty to carry 
away from Sitka tho last to dopart of tho 
Russian resident officials in tho land of the 
midnight sun. 

In 1871 tho Baranoff was purohaoed by tho 
late Hon. Allon Francis, then resident con- 
sul of the Unitod States in this oity, and 
was by him brought to Victoria to be en- 
tirely remodoiied and converted from a sidc- 
whcoler Into a propeller of the modern 
knockabout type. Sho thereupon " re- 
aumod her maiden namo," and as tho Robo 
returned to tho land of hor birth under the 
northern stars. 

For aevoral yoara she lost fctoadily for hor 
owners in fur gathering cruises, and this 
trado failing entirely in 1873 aho waa 
brought to Puget Sound, once again named 
the Baranoff, and spent aomo months carry- 
ing mall between the small island porta. 
Sho returned to Alaska in tha fall of the 
sumo yoar and haa since boon continually 
employed thoro— for tho groator part of tho 
timo in the Bervico of the Alaska Oil it 
Guana Co.

Nonvegriau Bark "Prince Victor 
Completes a Longr, Monotonous 
Voyage From Bio Janeiro. 



Narrow Escape of an Unknown Sail" 
ing Vessel on Carmanah Rocks 
—Coast Arrivals. 



A Sun Francisco telegram now going tha 
rounda of the Coast pipers, which will be 
road with interest by British Columbia 
shipping men, 1b as follows : " The big 
tramp Bteamer Evandale, the largest cargo 
carrier than has ever ontered thlB port, is 
being fitted up to transport Chinese pas- 
sengers. She is to be sent to China this 
time with 350 of these passengers as an ex- 
periment, and if it is found that satisfactory 
arrangements can bo made with the owners 
of the steamer, it is likely that she may be 
permanently chartered by the Oooldental & 
Oriental Steamship Company for this trade. 
This moro is taken with the aim of keeping 
the Oriental paseenger trade closer to San 
Francisao, and to offset the efforts of the 
Northern steamship companies to oarry the 
trans-Pacific business to Puget Sound. For 
years an Important part of the passenger 
list on all these Oriental steamorB has come 
from the Chinese Bteorage. The money paid 
for the transportation of Chinese passengers 
hao boon no small part of tho revenue of the 
Pacific Mail and Oooldental & Oriental com- 
panies. The Northern oompanios are try- 
ing very hard to cut into thiB by oflering to 
carry these paBsongors at rldiculouB figures." 

THE " I'RINCE VICTOR'S " ARRIVAL 

A monotonous passage, prolonged greatly 
by calmB and unfavorable sailing weather, 
wbb completed by the Norwegian bark 
Prince Victor, which came to an anohorage 
in the Royal Roads yesterday morning. Tne 
bark was 140 days coming in from Rio de 
Janeiro on a voyage almost barren of Inci- 
dent. Several huge loo floes were passed In 
tho Antartic, and though at a safe distance, 
sufficiently cloee for chills to be felt from 
the great frozen masses. The Prince Vio- 
tor is here to load lumbar for Valparaiso at 
the Hastings mill. She is one of fifteen 
Princes named after members of the English 
Royal family and bolonglng to a Mr, Roar, 
living at Christiana, Norway. The fleet 
are all excellent vessels of the iron type and 
some of the moot modern built onea have 
large carrying capacity. Five of them have 
obtained British Columbia charters this year 
and Capt. Hansen, of the Victor, says that 
several more of the fleot are likely to be 
here in tho near future Some years ago 
the courteoua skipper of the Prince Viotor 
was a member of the editorial stall* of the 
Police Gazette. This is his first visit to Vic- 
toria. After his vessel discharges cargo at 
Valparaiso she takes on ballast and proceeds 
to Chincas island, to luad guano. The bark 
was yeaterday brought in from sea by the 
American tug Pioneer. 

NARROW ESCAPE. 

An unknown sailing vessel had » very 
close call on the rocks at Uarmanah on Fri- 
day last. Early in the morning of that day 
the vessel was seen dangerously close to the 
breakers, and in consequence of her awk- 
ward predicament firoa distress signals in 
rapid succession. A very denso fog prevailed 
at the time and the day throughout was 
very dark, but fortune favored the unknown 
Btranger. Before tho day was in its 
noon time a stiff breeza off shore 
arose and the vessel wue carried by it out to 
sea and to safety. The news was brought 
in by the Maudo last evening on her return 
from the West Coast, but details could not 
be learned. It Is presumed the vessel was 
inward bound in ballast. Tho Maude, with 
the excoption of Friday, reports a pleasant 
trip. She brought to Victoria among her 
passengers Mr. and Mrs. Mann, formerly 
residents of Euculet, who are on their wuy 
to Winnipeg ; Capt. Gould, a well known 
sealer who made the round trip on the 
steamer ; and W. W. Rhodos, a Seattle 
Prose-Times repreaenaative who has been 
down to Anderson's camp, Albernl, in the 
interests of his paper. 

MARINE NOTES.

In readiness to sail yeaterday but will pro 
bably get away early this morning. She 
will bs given as quick dispatch as possible 
from Portlund.

MR. CAETMBL EXPLAINS. 

To the Editor : — It would bo interest- 
ing to know what Aid. Macmillan la driving 
at — what there is behind the scenes— for 
there is more than mot tho eye when ho 
tried to bo funny at my expense In order to 
draw people's attention from the point at 
Issuo and raiso applause from his olaquerB in 
the audienoo at the council meeting last 
evening. His asking for information about 
certain tools of which he alleges I had ohargo 
and which wore partly misappropriated by 
somebody, and for which I ought to bo re- 
sponsible, waB only a protext to embarrass 
tho electrio light oommittco, for he knew per 
fectly well all about it. 

In order, however, to explain to your 
readers who do not know, and who may 
whh for some Information, I will give tbe 
history of my connection with them. When 
I drew up the specification for the comple- 
tion of the plant I waB Informed that there 
were certain tools and appliancea which had 
been in use by Mr. Stickles that might bo 
available for the work. The large articles 
were in an open shed at the old station, and 
small tools, etc., In a piano case In Broad 
street. TheBO I had removed to tho new 
station. I made icquiriea about a list of tbe 
tools, but was Informed there had never 
been any, so I obtained from tho auditor the 
whole of the vouohers for purchases made 
by Mr. Stickles under the bylaw, 
and took a complete inventory. ThiB 
I compared with tho articles themsolves and 
tloked rff those broken, worn out or miss- 
ing. When the contract was lot, tho con- 
tractors ( iccording to tho torms of the speci- 
fication) had the ubo of the tools j Mr. LoBee 
taking thoie for tho poles, and Cunningham 
and Hinton those for tbe lines ; and they 
had thom ia uso when my engagement ter- 
minated. 1 lefb my inventory with Mr. 
Norihcott, the purchasing agent, and as my 
responsibility (if I ever had any) ceased be- 
fore the completion of the contract I cannot 
seo how either Aid, Mocmillan or anybody 
else could hold me accountable. 

Perhaps it will astonish Aid. Macmillan 
to learn, now what ho ought to have known 
before, that I never was a city official, not 
even tho superintendent of the electric light 
department, but wbb engaged by that com- 
mittee, with tho consent of the mayor and 
council, to pull together and complete the 
plant.

It Is <)n« «r Small Detail Bather Than a 
Markiid Change— Tho Ituxquu Waist a 
Feature of Now Gowns— Cashmere Scarfs.

Tho now wraps and j:\okots are now 
presented in full forco, and very pretty 
indeed sumo of thorn aro. They are kouig- 
wliut liko thoso of lust season, and yot 
there is a difference. This difference is 
one of Hiuull detail rather than a mark- 
ed change. For instance, there was a 
very handsome woolly bisonit colored 
diagonal cheviot. Tho skirt, was flaring 
and had at tho bottom, in front, two 
pyramids made of dark green ribbon 
loops, tou loops to each. Tho basque, or

coat, was cat round ami fitted the waist 
snugly. It was very full in tho hack. 
Tho sleeves were uiado with deep pull's, 
with the uianches tight, and trimmed 
with loopsof ribbon applied in thosamo 
way. The wide oollar was of cream 
white cloth, with three flat rows of the 
ribbon all around. The collar was made 
with four rows of ribbou loops falling 
downward. Down the front of tho waist 
there were s : x rows of ribbon, looped 
twice at the top and thn'e times at tho 
bottom. This made a very handsome 
and effective suit for fall. Tho hat to 
wear with this suit was of black tuscau, 
with a row of narrow loops of dark 
green ribbon all around the edge. On 
the top there was duo large how of wide 
ribbon in the same shade, tho whole 
trimmed with hunches of waxy bay tree 
blossoms, 

A very neat ordinary walking jacket 
was marie of black whipcord. It was 
made to lit tho figure closely by means 
of rcvornl narrow plaits taken in like 
darts hi front. It was cut as is usual in 
jackets in the hack. This jacket was 
singh breasted uud fastened down tho 
front with large bono buttons. The 
la;, i, won! stitched and pressed. The 
sleeves wen- plaited up to the elbow 
from tint waist and left gigot shape at 
the ti p. Where t bo opening comes at the 
neck there was a plastron of the same 
with a collar, and both plastron and col- 
lar wore prettily braided with soutache. 
Tin re is much soutache used on fall cos- 
tumes. Another new jacket had the 
fronts loose in reefer stylo, with threo 
pockets, each with a stitched lid. The 
material for this .was seal brown covert 
suiting, .and it could bo worn with a 
skirt of the sumo material or one of 
other color or kind. The back had a 
scalloped yoke, stitched in two rows. 
Below that tho material was fitted to 
the figure by a series of pressed seams, 
live in the centor and two on each side. 
It was triple stitched around tho bot- 
tom. Tho sleeves were plain gigots, not 
very full. These two styles wore for or- 
dinary requirements, but both were neat 
and stylish. For more dressy occasions 
there was a very handsome costume. 
The gown was of fine dotted and hair 
striped cheviot in a grayish blue. The 
skirt was plain. Tho gigot sleeves bad 
several rows of narrow black Valen- 
ciennes from shoulder to waist. Tho 
waist was plain, but hud four rows of 
gathered Valenciennes down tho front 
and one row around tho bottom at the 
waist hue. The stock collar was of tho 
dress material without, trimmings save 
for a very short flaring collar in tho 
back edgetl with lace, Over all this was 
a Louis XVI basque of very rich deep 
blue moire. It was very full on the hack 
of the skirt, and had points reaching 
down about six inches below the waist 
line in trout. There was a flat collar of 
the same. This collar had all points 
hollowed up a little so as to accentuate

them and make them appear sharper. 
The points in front at tho waist were 
cut up in such a manner as to leave a 
marked line between tho front and full 
back of tho skirt to it, simulating a vest 
and cutaway basque, -IiL.thiii was made 
in black moire, it could be worn with 
anything, being sleeveless. There woro, 
three richly chased silver buttons about, 
an inoh in diameter on each side, but 
not intended for uso, since tho garment 
hangs open. , . , . . 

There was a novel Wrap of black 
grosse faillo, the baok having one loose 
plait which was soarooly more than a 
pinch at the nook, though flaring below. 
This was. done by tho oiroular out. Tho 



shoulders were cut to lit, and the sleeve 
part was laid in two double box plaits, 
which made it unusually full. Tho front 
parts of these plaited portions were turn- 
ed back in the form of reversed revors. 
The back and sleeve falls were sewed to- 
gether, but in front they were left open 
to the top of tho shoulder. The front 
portion was in the form of stolo tubs 
and theso reached to tho knees. They 
were of the faillo doubled over quite 
stiff lining, and they woro very neatly 
piped with bias faille. There was a high 
collar completely covered with turret 
loops of black grosgraiu ribbon, and 
down tho centor of tho front there was a 
lino of tiieso loops, wider at the top and 
narrowing down to 0110 single loop. 
This allows tho sleovo to show, as the 
tabs and back part are separate from the 
shoulders down. It is a very effective 
garment, but ono not very suitable for 
windy days. 

I notice on nuuiy of the now jrowus 
that tho basque waist is to bo a feature. 
I remarked one in particular. Tho gown 
was of rich taffeta in a golden brown, 
with quito a largo floral pattern in green 
and pink. The corsago was a basque, 
with tho back part doubled up of tho 
same silk and then plaited into a novel 
but indescribable number of points and 
folds. Tho front was arranged like a reg- 
ular cutaway coat, with a vest of drab 
faillo worked with brown sowing silk 
and spangles of gold and bronze. The 
vest and form of tho basque in front 
were of tho Louis XVI stylo. There was 
a very full ruff made of rosettes and 
loops of ribbon, pink, green and brown 
mingled. Naturally tho shades of these 
colors were delicate and toned to artis- 
tic ideals. 

Among tho novelties I notico a num- 
ber of cashmere and silken "long 
■shawls" or scarfs. Tho cashmero scarfs 
aro very handsome and seem quite to 
belong to tho quaint, colors and forms 
now shown. They are rich and pleasing 
without being gaudy. They aro to bo 
OP.rried over tho arm or thrown careless- 
ly over the shoulders. Tho silk ones are 
exquisite. I saw one of Central Ameri- 
can make. It was of the softest and 
pearliest of blues, almost whito. Near 
the ends wore iuwovon a few faint pink 
stripes. Tho warp is of whito silk and 
tho woof of the tinted, so that it leaves 
a very deep knotted fringe of whito silk 
at tho ends. The Spanish nations soon! 
to be the only persons who understand 
this peculiar manner of knotting, and it 
is very boautiful. This scarf was 1-1 
inches wide, woven so, and was three 
yards long. There are others in other 
colors, and also in pure white. These 
aro very expensive, but elegant. To my 
taste they would appear more suitable 
to young persons than to older ones. 

I noticed a very dainty gown for a 
young girl in ono bouse, It was of dark 
blue twill, with three narrow tucks 
about the skirt. Tho waist was blouse 
stylo, with blue velvet bows at the waist 
and loops of tho same at tho collar. 
Down the front of tho waist was an em- 
broidery in honiton pattern laid over 
the material. There was a wide plaited 
collar of batiste across the shoulders, 
ornamented with flat linen buttons. Tho 
sleeves were looped gigots.

A 
piece of heavy strawhoard is cut the ex- 
act size of tho panel, so that it will lit in- 




sido the molding. Ono side of it is then 
covered with figured china silk, which, 
is stretched tight over it and tho edges 
glued down on tho other side. Across 
the faco of tho board is arranged a lat- 
ticework of narrow ribbons harmoniz- 
ing with tho siik in color. Tho ends of 
tho strips aro glued down on the wrong 
sido, and where tho ribbons cross they 
are tacked to the board by means of 
small brass clamps. Tho board is then 
fitted in over the door panel and fastened 
with small tacks, and cards or photo- 
graphs aro slipped under the ribbons.

Gowns of beige alpaca are combined 
with whito satin, brown chiffon or ba- 
tiste, which sounds very absurd till you 
see it, when you are bound to confess 
that tho offect is both chic and elegant.

Cocoannt Cream. 

Whip a pint of croam to a stiff froth. 
Have ready three-quarters of a box of 
gelatin which has boon soaked in a cup 
of milk for half an hour, and tho milk 
heated until tho gelatin is dissolved. 
Strain and when cool add it to tho cream 
with a cup of sugar and 2 oups of cocoa- 
nut. Either tho desiccated coooanut or 
tho fresh nut gratod can be used.

DRESS FOR THE WHEEL. 



Women's Crusade to Gain the Uso of Their 
Lower Limbs. 

In condemning trousers for wheol- 
women Mrs. Booth has made the common 
mistake of considering that either mod- 
esty or immodesty can reside in clothes. 
It cannot. The modesty is in the wom- 
an, not in her garments. Womanliness 
is a quality inherent in woman, not ill 
her dress. That point all will concede 
who have a grain of sense. A modest 
woman is always modest, no matter 
what clothes she may have on. 

That being settled, now lot us come 
to tho next point. Shall woman bo per- 
mitted to ride a bicycle at all? The 
majority of mankind say she may, with- 
out sacrificing either womanliness or 
nioUbSty. Then let her wear tho most 
appropriate dress for wheeling, and let 
us have no more foolishness about it. 
Mrs. Maude Ballington Booth has un- 
doubtedly never attempted to rido a bi- 
cyclo in skirts. Neither have the men 
who criticiso tho wearing of bloomers 
by whoelwomon. If I had my way, I 
would sentence Mrs. Ballington Booth 
and every man who in tho slighest de- 
gree condemns or jeers at woman's 
bloomers to ride 50 miles on a wheel in 
skirts and to rido as fast as they can, 
with a wind blowing squaro in their 
faces. It would be in tin! naturo of a 
very large revelation both to the Booth 
and the men. They would suddenly see 
a great light. A skirt upon a wheel is 
troublesome and dangerous unless it is 
so short as to cease to servo tho purpose 
of the conventional skirt at all. Then 
why have it at all? 

The first timo I over tried to ride i. 
bicyclo in a skirt I tore a ghastly rent in 
it and ruined it, and it was a good serge 
skirt too. A young lady friend of mine, 
an expert rider who » usually wears 
bloomers on the wheel, attempted, a 
week or two ago, to rido in a skirt. She 
caught her heel in it and received a 
dangerous fall directly in front of a 
heavy, rapidly moving truck. Yos; I do 
confess I would like to see tho men who 
jeor at blooinors sontenced to rido bi- 
cycles 50 miles wearing skirts in a 
head wind. 

The truth is this: Woman is now en- 
gaged in a warfare to gain tho use of 
her lower limbs. Sho has never had the 
uso of them, never, since tho dawn of 
modern history. It was not of her own 
seeking that she left tho ancient domes- 
tic seclusion and entered tho lists of ac- 
tive, hustling life. She was forced into 
it by tho conditions of modern society. 
Sho had to earn her own living, had to 
provide for others than herself. Seeing 
this, her brothers have kindly removed 
one by one most of tho disabilities which 
shackled her, at least legally. Woman 
in the most enlightened and advanced 
of the United Stales has now nearly as 
many legal and property rights as sho 
enjoyed in pagan Rome. But her 
dress has remained the same, almost 
the identical pattern the five hundred 
and odd inmates of King Solomon's 
harem wore in their oriental retire- 
ment. Man long ago emancipated 
himseif from oriental petticoats. He 
found they were noi at all tho thing 
for western hustling. Women merely 
lagged behind, that was all, There is 
no costume that belongs by divine right 
or by legislative enactment either to 
men or to women, another fact that Mrs. 
Bootii seem.-, to have forgotten. The 
dress that is best suited for the purpose 
for which it is wanted is the only ap- 
propriate one. Foi indoors nothing is so 
beautiful, tcstbotic an»l appropriate as 
soft, bright, (lowing robes. There is no 
dauger that even tho most "advanced" 
woman will ever seek to discard them 
for leisure hours. 

But for active, outdoor wear, in all 
situations, a less hampering, more con- 
venient attire is now imperatively de- 
manded. This movement means nothing 
less than that. For women who must 
use their feet in all weathers a costume 
must bo evolved that will enable them 
to do so. That tho bicycle has brought 
up tho issue I am devoutly thankful. As 
I say, woman is making a heroic fight 
to obtain the uso of her lower limbs, and 
in that war our brothers ono and all 
will help us. Of that I have no shadow 
of doubt. 

As to the character of the brave wom- 
an who dared and mounted her wheel in 
the only dress appropriate for wheel rid- 
ing, I have found this solar as my own 
personal observation goes: The bloomer 
ladies are one and all of the refined, in- 
telligent class, women with a purpose, 
and they wear bloomers as a matter of 
principle as well as convenience, hoping 
thereby to do their share in the emanci- 
pating of the feet of their sex. They do 
not ask other Women to adopt their cos- 
tume. They simply ask to be allowed 
to wear' their own dress without let or 
hindrance, permitting others to do as 
they blessed please. As to tho looks of 
tho bloomer costume on the wheel it is 
well to remember the dictum of Raskin 
that that dress is most beautiful which 
is best fitted to Its use. So far as mod- 
esty on a wheel is concerned, moroever, 
the fact is that the full gymnasium 
trousers worn by most women reveal the 
outline of tly figure much less than a 
plain, scant skirt does. 

Some day perhaps the United States 
will be as civilized as Japan. Then so 
long as an individual is decently cov- 
ered ho or sho will be permitted to dress 
as he or she pleases, without interfer- 
ence either from hoodlums or bigots. 

Tho subterfuges, the buttons, tho 
elastics, the plaits and tho tacking adopt- 
ed to avoid the necessity of throwing 
asido once for all the skirt on tho wheel 
and coming out in plain bloomers are 
pathetic as well as humorous. But they 
will not, servo. If a skirt is short enough 
to bo out of the way for wdieel riding, it 
is so short as no longer to be anything 
of a skirt to speak of, In a wind or in 
rapid riding it inflates liko a balloon, 
and is often indecorous as well as un- 
sightly. Indeed with tho skirt bicycle 
costumo the bloomers must invariably 
bo worn under tho skirt. Then why the 
skirt at all? It is as useless and irritat- 
ing as tho vermiform appendix is to 
mankind.

A MYSTERY OF DEATH. 



The Body of Mattie "Crow" Found 
in Her House Under Suspicious 
Circumstances- 



It May Have Been Natural Death, 
Suicide or Murder— The In- 
quest To-day. 



A caao of mystorioua and sudden death 
which oilers quite as many and as confusing 
contradictions as tho recent demise of Capo 
Mudge Sally will this afternoon be the sub- 
ject of an oilioial inquiry by Coroner Cromp- 
ton. Tho aubjoot of tho investigation, a 
oolored woman by the name of Mattlo J. 
Smith, but moro generally known as Wattle 
" Crow," was found dead in her residence, 
•-!" Diacovery Btreot, yesterday morning, and 
the circumstantial evidenco at hand may 
bnar out almost any theory as to the cause 
of the woman's death. 

Mattie "Crow" came to this city from 
Wiunipog five or six years ago, where ahe 
wob during tho latter oighties a member of 
tbe Bporting fraternity well known to the 
polioo all tho way from the Manitoba capi- 
tal to Cdgary. During the last three years 
she has shared her houso with a young bar- 
tender named Edward Robrig, who occupied 
one room of the little dwelling on Dieoovory 
Btreot, she using the other. Robrig returned 
home between 11:30 and 12 o'clock Monday 
night and as he passed Mattie's room no- 
ticed a light within. This was not at ail 
unusual and he was soon asleep in hia own 
room, thinking nothing about tho matter. 

When he aroao in tho morning the light 
was still burning, and this being a cir- 
cumstanoe out of tho common, ho Investi- 
gated. Ab a result ho discovered the body 
of the oolort d woman lying on the floor with 
a portion of the bed clothing drawn over it. 
The corpse was very scantily dreseed, and 
about the neck a four-in-hand tie that the 
woman had been accustomed to wear 
was tightly tied with a double 
knot coming just below the ear. 
Blood h-.d cvldontly flowed freely 
from the mouth and noae, and this, with the 
Eusplclous knotted tie, ond tho fact that the 
bureau drawers appeared to have been 
hastily turned upside down, led Robrig to 
suspec'. something sorious amies and cauaed 
him to communicated the facts of his dis- 
covery to tho polioo without) delay. 

Officer Caraon was first on the Ecene, and 
later in tho day Deteotivo Perdue and Offi- 
cer Palmer also came into tho case. They 
found indications in tho room that two per- 
sons had reoently occupied it — but how re- 
cently waa a question very diffioult to 
determined.

Philadelphia, Nov. 5.— H. H. Holmes, 
tho convicted murderer of B. F. Pitzsl, 
spent a quieb day in his coll in Moyamonsing 
prison. " This man of steel and heart of 
sbone," as the diabriob abtornoy described 
him bo the jury, does not evince in the 
slightest degree any outward signs of break- 
ing down. With death actually before him 
now, ho is tho sumo oool and callous Holmes. 
The prison regulations prevent anyono from 
interviewing him to-day, but a menage was 
Bont oub that he slept well last night, was 
feeling comfortable and still confident that 
his innooenco would yet bo established. 
Extra care has been takon that ho oannob 
commit Buiclde, A double guard has been 
placed in his coll and will remain there until 
he is executed. Ho is atlli in tho untried 
department, bub as soon as tho death son- 
tenco is pronounced ho will bo taken to a 
cell in " murderers' row." 

Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. o. — Mrs. Pitzsl 
bus requested that tho charred bones of hor 
little son Howard, and tho few porsonal 
etrdCta of hia, that wore found in Holmea' 
Irvington death-trap, bo Bent her to Galvo, 
Ills., where she will bury thom. 

iviN Fkanoisuo, Nov. 5. — Durrant knolt 
on tho hard floor of the county jail yester- 
day and prayed. Tho jury had deoidod 
that ho was not entitled to moroy and must 
die, bub a Salvation Army warrior told him 
that whon they doniod mercy and forgive- 
neBB the Father of all — of sinners aB well as 
aainta — would not turn a de8\f ear to any 
supplication. Cold, hard, impenetrable, 
Durrant Boomed. His heart was hard as 
Hint. It may be flint-like still, but a wearer 
of the Salvation Army uniform struck a 
Bpark trom it to-day. Tho man who per- 
suaded Durrant to pray was Harry Parks, 
ono of the oditorB of the War Cry. 

Shortly aftor noon a quartette of Salvation 
Army preaohers and singers visited the cell. 
They Btationed themaelves in tho yard in 
the rear of Durrani's coll, in whioh is a lit- 
tle window. Prisoners who are confined for 
petty offencos were permitted to join In the 
services.. When the first hymn was sung 
the little' curtain over Durrant's window 
was pulled aside and his pale face 
appeared at the opening. He gazad pon- 
aivoly at the enthusiasts, "There la 
Sunshine in My Soul To-Day " they sang. 
Thero waB none in Durrant's. His epul was 
apparently aB gloomy as the dark sky. He 
dropped the curtain, but tho exhortations 
of tho army workere reached him through 
the window. When Parka, who had mado 
an appointment to aoe Durrant, called after 
the departure of tho other Salvatloniats, ho 
found tbe way to Durrant's aenaibilitiea 
paved for him. 

Parka introduced himself in a manly, con- 
siderate way. Ho told Durrant ho waa hie 
friend whether ho was innocent or guilty of 
the crime ho had baen convicted of, since he 
waa a miniater of God whoao duty it waB to 
give epiritual comfort. Parks was evidently 
eincere, and Durrant expreQBed hia thunkB. 
Then Parka spoke of God and the eternal 
life beyond the world. He askod Durrant 
to devote hia thoughta to that other Hie. 
He apoko with feeling, and whilo ho was 
thuB ongagod a lady belonging to the 
Society of Christian Endeavor, to which 
society Durrant belonged when he 
was an attendant at tho Emanuel 
Baptist ohuroh, entered the room 
She had been visiting some of the 
prisoners, and after making tbe rounds of 
the cells, she paused ab the door of the 
jailor's office, listened, and finding that thero 
waB no objection to hor presence, she joined 
in the religious talk. Tho three conversed 
oarnoatly for some minutes, " Lot us 
pray," said Parka, when ho felt that tho 
proper moment had oome. " Mr. Durrant, 
will you join us In prayer." The lady went 
on hor kneos and Durrant needed no urging 
The throo looked into eaoh other'B facos and 
for fully ton minutes Parks continued, the 
others following him. Whon tho prayer 
was over the threo eat and exchanged a few 
words. Then Durrant's visitors Bhook him 
by tho hand, bade him goodbye, and he re 
turned to hia cell.

A MILLION DOLLAR FIRE. 

Fierce and Destructive Conflagration in an 
Important Part or New York City.

On the upper floors are 
Lauterbak & Co., silks and several like con- 
cerns. Half an hour aftor the flames were 
first soen in Crosby atreot the building had 
boen demolished.
